BoswELLS, SCoTLAND, September
L—When you stand among ruins of great
temples of the past, whether those temples
were the outgrowth of hero-worship, of pure
patriotism or of religious adoration and
xeal, your entire consciousness is swept by
overwhelming though almest indefinable
emotion. From the harmonies or discords
of these effects there is sometimes caught
epd crystallized from a thrill ot feeling an
emphatic perception and convietion, 3el-
rose Abbey, roofless to the sky, sod Dry-
burgh Abbey, so nearly leveled that great
trees snread strong arms from its erumbliog
walls, above all else tell you this: That
which art tears from nature's arms with
which to vaisly typify endlessuess, pature
inexorably demands again. The ideal, the
spiritus], in art sud all eise, alone survives,

You will have this flushed upen you at
Melrose the moment you see the old clock
in 1ts tower and bear its sadly-solemn bell
messuring off the hours of irrevocable de-
cadence; and yom will know it at Dry-
burg when vou contemplate the fact liu}t

so ditle remwains of the vast and magoifi-
cent vile that the very tomb of Scoit must
soun be obliterated through the march of
surrosnding decay, Both of these once tre-

mendous structures are at the threshold of
aunibilation, Ounly the spiritual aspira-

tion, io kind, that ecrested them, remaips.
Scott’s dust wingles with Drrbarg’s ver-
dure-covered beaps of erumbled sandstone.
But the iutellectual, the spiritual, legacy
be left to the world, is immortal, And

this is not preachivg, ucless you wish to
call by that npame that which flushes in
upon wvou drom out the very shadows of
these glorious old abbey ruins

EEAUTIFUL MELEROSE,

There is mo doubt that Melrose Abbey is
yearly wvisited by more strangers and pil-
grims from foreign lands than any other
great nbbey, castle or palace in Scotland,
not exeept Holyrood Paluee, in Edinburgh;
aud brivfly reculling its eavironment and
history will bave interest to many. The
vale of Melrose lying in the very heart of
the valley of the Tweed, just below the
confluence of Gala Water, the Yarrow,
Etrick Water and the Biver Tweed is
perhaps seven miles long. The Tweed
gently curves around it trom Abbotsierd
vn the west, Lo the vicinity o! Drygrange on
the east, bordering and intersecting central
epuces of about a mile in breadth, surpass-
iogly rich in pastures, groves, orchards
humlers and mansions. These are protecte
by heights pictaresquely diversitied with
tender recesses and wooded braes; while
immedictely bebind the town, to the south,
rise those weird, Mons Tremontium of the
Howans, the Eildon Hills, Tradition has
it that they once formed u single cone, whick
was cle t in three, during an eestacy of rage
on the part of BScotland’s ooce famous
wizard—a real character of flesh and blood
and suthenticated black-art power—8Sir Mi-
chael Seort. They are poble heiphts,
arcund and between which banners o1 mist

are orever fl wuting, as if still sizualing the
olden Roman hosts, the wizards, the Miets
and the Droids they once koew. Sixteen
prand terraces rib their lofty sides, recalling

those marvelous nature-riddies of the North,
the weird and wondrous parallel roads of
lone and far Glenrov,

Tne village of Melrose itsell is a compact
little mass of curions old houses on the
ancient highway between Edinburgh and
Jedburgh, The latter is the waspish old
border town ouce cilled Jedbart, where, io

Border davs, they hvopg all grade of
srrangers [alling into their hands before
they tried them; from which genial custom

the exvression “Jedhart,” or “‘Scoteh jus-
tice,” Lad its origin, Here and there an
occasional moderny edifice contrasts strange-
Iy with the bald, blackened and eraxy stroe-
tures about thew; and the latter squat in
shrinking groups, patebed with glorions
carvings stales from the old abbey, likea
iot of bedraggled mendicants clad in the
fivery of & ruined patron,

ANCIENT SURBOUNDINGS.

Une quaint, pretiy street rons away from
ihe hamiet toward the maoufacturing town
of Galushiels, 1o the west, as i1 ashamed of

the squaior of its eompany; & blauk, drear,

av below, From this, or better from the
Eluon Hills, Mclrose sels in Melrose Vale
by the Tweed like a brown aud ragged
wind-whipped Gipsy tent; embosomed in
meadow grasses where quivers like a silver
thread a hesitant, vagrauot stream.

Lint this surpussiog ruin to wich you have
come was pot the first Melrose Abbey.

of to-Quy. Tis original completion was the
most ardent desire of Scotland’s grestest
hero-patriot, King Robert Bruce, who, in
1426, pranted to its abbot “all the fendal
casualties avd crown issues of Teviotdale;”
nud on the death of Bruce at Cardross, in
1529, his hesrt, which was embalmed to be
curried by Sir James Douglss to Palestine,
was resoued from the Moors, who sizugh-
tered the chivalrous Douglus, and brought
1o apd sepultured in the noble abbey

which Brues so loved. It is authen-
ticated that while the structure itself,
covering the outlines of srea existe
jng wud traceable st the present time,

was ocompleted in ten years alter its
gpolistion by Edward IL., the Cistertian
monks, whose skill in that age in architect-
wre and etatuary will remain the wonder
of all time, and who regarded lavish oras-
mentation of ecclesiastic edifices »s one of
the highest expressions of religious feeling,
were zealously emplogad over 200 years
upeon its decoration. ! all the religious
edifices ereated during the peried of the
Middie-Pointed style, which prevailed from
1l thirteenth century to about the mddle
v! the fifieenth, or to the time o! the Relor-
mation in Scotland, Melrose Abbey was in-
compurably the most maguificent and stately, |
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ronndings of the abbey are distressing to
the stranger. On one side is a grasiog
fﬂmnd for sheep, On , & drear, for-
ors, modern graveyard, with thin and
mesger headstones, is crowded pst it
On snother. thatched hovels and cabins
huddle beneath its graceful buttresses, A_.ud
on another, that Cerberus-horror, guarding
all that is sweet, sacred and besutiful, in
Seotland, & combined inn and tollgate, lays
in wait st the only entrance. Bearcely s
tree, shrub or plaut is there to kindly hide
the squalor and avarice, or soften the hurt-
ful ravages of time. If you love to eon-
template the glorious in_pure art, Melrose
is a never-ending feast. If, in your liking,
even marvelons ruins must be set i.n the
tender framework wrought by nature’s re-
coveri sod rehabilitating hands, you
will be bitterly disappointed. The church
itself is in the form of the cross of 8t. John
of Jerusalem.

THE CHUECH AND TOWER.

Its length from east to west if 258 feel, the
cross aisle, 137 feet; while the breadth of
the nave is 69 feet between the walls, From
the center of the Latin cross rises & square
tower 54 feet high, of which the west side
only remains, El‘his tower rests on & loity
pointed srch, the summit of which ter-
minates in & stone balustrade with quatre-
foil rails, under which isa frieze
of roses. The nporth transept is gvuﬁm
The esstern purt of the pave isstill cov-
ered and was used during the first quarter
of this century as a parish church; but the
western part is roofless, and the E;ul west
entrance is gone. In the south wall sre
eight windows 16 feet by 8, well preserved
and of wondrous beauty. The roof above
the eastern part of the choir, and the mar-
velons esst window at its end, sre still
almost perfect. This “‘east oriel” is the one
evervbody bas seen through Bir Walter
Scott's description in the "Lay of the Last
Miustrel.”

The moon on the east oriel shone
Throueh slender shafis of shapely stone,
By foliage tracery combined.
Thou wouldst have thought some fairy’s hand
"Twixt puplars straight the osier wand

In many s freakish koot had twined;
Then framed a spell, when the work was done,
And changed the willow-wreaths to stone.

Indeed, the kevnote of the wondrousart
exhibited in Melrose Abbey seems to bave
been this very “folinge tracery ecombined.”
The pedestals for all statues, and there must
have been upward of 200, are composed of
5 wembers of corpice, supported by palm-
boughs, terminating at the foot 1n &
point with a triple roll. The tracery
of the window millions is in foli-
age. The pedestals and canopies of the
buttress piches sre all ornamented in gar-
lands of flowers. In the arch of the door
once leading to the cloisters, the work npon
the fillet is of marvelous conception and ex-
ecution, the flowers and foliage being sep-
arated 1rom the stope bebind nnd suspended
in a twisted garland. There is no more
superb stonework in all Europe than in the
molding, pienacle work and folinge of the
remainﬁ:g seals of the cloister. The side
aisles are formed by light clustered pillars,
richly capitalled, with garlands of flowers
and ioliage disposed delicately in the mold-
ings. Oue might sa‘ely say that the entire
decoration of this marvelous interior is sim-
ply au unsorpassed nature study of foliage,
plants and flowers, wrought in stone to a8
accurate a semblance as thongh wunder the
most perfect representation by pencil To
my mind, solemn

MAGNIFICENCE AND SPLENDOR

has never eisewhere been more perfectly
wedded to the very inearnation of the bean-
tiful throungh art Setting eotirely aside
the religious sssociatious, those impressive
emotions which ever arise at the sepultare
of the migbty dead, or still those more
touching snd exguisit~ emotions which are
the outgrowth of a consciousnessthat the eyes
sud hearts of countless men and women of
transcendent genius have feasted upon the
splendid shrine, as have vours snd mine, I
kvow of noother spot in the three king-
doms where one may come and s0 worship
alone, with the immortal soul of art whis-
pering sweetly throngh the silent lips of
chiseled stone.

If Melrose Abbey furnishes examples of
art alwost as bewitching as the most deli-
cate expressions o! mature itself, Dryburg
Abbey, but four miles distant, down the
Tweed, holds and fascipates the wanderer
with & far more tender and subtle charm.
The founding of Dryburg is of remoter an-
tiquity than even that of the original Culdes
house of Old Melrose. Before the advent of
Christian missionaries the place was resorted
to by the Druids for the celebration of their
mystic rites—as Darachbruach or burgh,
“the bank cluster of sacred oaks" Dry-
burg’s Celtic pame, implies. Modan, a
Culdee Presbyter, set up the first Christian
estublisbment of Dryburg in 522. For 628

ears thereafter its history is insignificant,

¢ monks from Alowick, under the pagon-
age of Sir Hugh de Morville, Co of
Seotland under Kiug David L, founded
here s Premonstratestian Abbey of splendid
dimensions, This was barned along with
Melrose Abbey by Edward 11., and restored
by sid granted by King Robert Bruce.
Twice, in 1385 and in 1554, it was pillaged
aud devasted by the Eoglish, The Relorm-
ation of doughbty John Kuox, 16 years later,
did the rest.

VARIOUS ARCHITECTUEE.

The ruins of Dryburgh Abbey show

that the walls of the cowpleted
edifice stood on  different  levels,
and that the structure ilinstrated at

Jesst four different styles of archilecture.
This is seen in the massive n arch
with its “:Tu' square sides; the dee
splaved and always impressive Baxon arch;
the pillared and intersected Norman arch;
and the early English poioted arch. The
charch was originally in the form of a cross
with short und a small but ex-
qulisitely decorated cheir, while the interior
was divided by light and graceinl ecolon-
nades into a central space and side aisles.
Of the transopis a portion of but one, the
north, called Bt. Mary’s Aisle, is still stand-
ing; but there is & no more beautitul speci-
men of the early Gothic to be found in
Seotland than is this,the solendn and secluded
burial pluce of Scotin’s greatest minstrel,
the noble suthor of “Waverly.,” The
chapter house, a tiny chapel of Bt. Modaa,
a Norman arch which formed the western
doorway, sre yet standing. A stately yew,
over S00 years old, stiil stands upon the
lawn, opposite where once the abbots sat at
their parlor easements, o mock the huge
pile of stone us it crumbles into the earth,
Epcar L. WAKEMAN.

Physicians and Others Testify to His Many
Queer Actions

A DAY'S DRIPT 1N THE COUNTY COURTS

The trial of Frank Grade for the murder
his 9-year-old stepdsmghter, Aunie Holner,
was continued in Criminal Court yesterday.
August Douch was the first witness. He
testified that he was s neighbor and old
acqusintance of the defendant, baut of
late had noticed tnat his sctions were peon-
liar and that he had been drinking to excess
and appeared to be out ot his mind.

William Grade, a brother of the defend-
ant, testified that the afternoon before the
morning of the murder, he went to his
brother's house and that his brother was
walking up and down on the porch, and at
first wonld not motice him. The witness
said: “I asked him if be had the work for’
me that he had promised. He told me that
he had never asked me fo do any work.
Shortly sfter he asked me if I was not going
to do the work, and thea he complained of
being sick.”

James Marshall, a jail keeper, was the
pext withess. He said: “I was at the
jail when Grade was brought there, and
have bad charge of him ever since. He is
now better than he has been for some time
since. Just atter he was brought to the jail
he would throw himself on the floor of his
cell, face downward, and lay there for bours;
then he wonld get up and =it in & chair,
staring at one object for hours.”

ALMOST GUESSWORK.

Dr. Chessrown, the jail physician, festi-
fied that in his opinion the prisoner was
insane, but that it was almost gaesswork to
sa¥ whether soybody was insane or not.

Charles Alburn said that on the afternoon
preceding tne morning of the murder he
met the defendant on Preble avenue, Alle-
gheoy, but that the Istter refused to notice
him. The witness stated that the defendant
had astrange look 1 his eyes, but he did
not appear to be intoxicated.

Thomas Farrell testified that he met the
defendant in Marce's barber shop, Woods’
Run, on the afternoon referred to by the
former witness. The defendant had a new
paint brush with which he commenced to
brush his face, and acted in other ways like

an insane man.

John Marce, proprietor of the barber
shop, testified that the defendant had come
into his place on the afternocon referred to,
and got in a chair to be shaved. He did not
seem to be inm:i‘dmdh. but alter her l:;i;
been partially sha sprang out o
seat. He was induced to get in agein, but
re the same act three times.

wis Hilte testified 1o the unnatural
actions of the defendant for & fow days pre-
cediog the murder,
Dr. George McCord testified to yisiting
the prisoner in July atthe glil. He said
the Frimnn- glared at him and moved about
a5 if he intended to spring on him. The
witaess asserted that the man was insane,

THINKS IT ACUTE DEMENTIA.

Dr, Avres' testimony was similar to that
of Dir. McCord. He pronounced the insan-
ity that the defendant was soffering from
ncute dementia, of which one of the charac-
teristics was sudden outbursts of violence,
which could take the form of homicide or
suicide,

Dr. C. C. Wiley gave similar testimony.
He was asked by Attorvey W. D. Moore,
for the defense, if he believed that the de-
fendsnt was insane st the time of the mur-
der. He replied that with the knowledge of
the facts he had of thecase and from his
own personal examination he wonld state
that, in his judgment, Grade was insane at
the time and still is, although now im-
proved. Distriet Attorney Johnston asked
the witnesa if the prisongr was insane at the
time of the murder, if he knew he was in-
sane. Dr. Wiley replied:

“In my judgment be was insane st that
time.™

The District Attorney then asked him
when the man became insane, but this ques-
tion the wituess did not Lﬂ:ﬂ:mﬂ to answer.

Herman Grade, a bro of the defendant,

The trial was adjourned until Monday,

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THE INCREASE OF POPULATION,

Interesting Btatistics on the Extent of
Ministerial Work,

GLEANINGS FROM CHURCH FIBLDS

Philadelphia is evidently the American
Jerusalem of the Presbyterian church, as
will appear from the following statistics
presented by Bev, R, M. Patterson, editor
of the Presbyterian Journal, to the Preshy-
terian preachers’ meeting of Philadelphia
this week, Next to Philadelphia Pittsburg
stands in ber devotion to Presbyterizn the-
ology. When the difference in population,
as between the Eastern and Western Penn-
sylvania metropolis is taken into accounnt, it
will admic of a doubt as to which is the
strongest hold of Presbyterianism. In the
paper presented to the Ministerial Associn-
tion of Philadelphia, according to reports
given by the Ledger of that city, Dr. Pat-
terson fornished the following statistics
culled from the Geoeral Assembly's min-
utes:

“In 1790 there were in the whole country
only 184 ministers; now, including the
three organizations lineally descended from
the Presbyterians, there are 8,983 ministers,
In 1790 there were 435 congregations; the
pumber now 12,070. The population of the
United Btates then was under 4,000,000; now
it is 64,000,000, The increase of population
has been 16 fold, of churches 28 fold and of
ministers 49 fold. The aversge congrega-
tion then consisted of 33 persons; now of 112,
Tn 1790 there were not 15,000 Presbyterian
communicants in the whole conntry; now
there are 1,107,910, In 1798 the contribu-
tions smounted to $1,307; in 1807, §4,641;
in 1851, $1,056,000; and the total last year
was $16,847,075, There now in Philadel-
phia 32,041 Presbyterian communi-
cants, more than twice as many as
were in the whole country in 1790. There
are now ioj Philadeiphia 3,000 more com-
municants than there were in the whole
eountry in 1810, when the population was
8,000,000. There are four oities with a pop-
ulation of above 500,000, viz: New York,
Chicago, Philadelphia and Brooklyn. In
New York there are 55 churches and 23,000
communicaots; in Chieago 9,164 communi-
cants, The Presbyterv of Chicago contains
69 churches and 14 388 communicants. The
number of eommunicants in Brooklyn is
16,680. 'With one-third less population
than New York, Philadelphia containsone-
third more communicants. In this city the
Baptists have 73 churches, with 23,306 com-
municante; the Episcopalians, 90 churches,
with 28221 communicants; the Meshodist
Episcopalians, 92 churches, with 29,823
communicants, and the Presbyterians

churches, with 32,941  com-
mwunicants, Four P cover
the counties of Chester, Delaware, Mont-
gomery and Philadelphia, The Philadel-
phia Presbytery contains 32 churches snd
12,505 communicants: Philadelphis Central,
38 churches and 16,157 communicants; Phils-
delphia North, 50 churches and 8432 com-
municants; Chester Presbovtery, 45 churches
and 6,894 communieants; total, 165 churches,
with 44.078 communicants. For the same
districts the Protestant Episcopal Church
has 125 eburches and 36,121 communicunts,””
